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Laird warns Congress

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Defense Sec­ 
retary Melvin R. Laird cautioned Con­ 
gress today that the Soviet Union at its 
present 
rate 
of m ilitary development 
could downgrade the United States to a 
second-rate power by the mid-1970s. 


In the annual defense review presented 
to a joint session of the Senate Armed 
Services 
and Appropriations Commit­ 
tees, 
Laird also predicted that 
the 
Chinese 
Communists would begin de­ 
ploying 
medium-range 
nuclear 
mis­ 
siles this year. He estimated they would 
have from 
80 to 100 installed by the 
middle of the decade. 
Warning 
of Russian arms develop­ 
ment, Laird said: 
“ It is clear that the Soviet Union is 
embarked on an ambitious program to 
achieve 
a global m ilitary capability. 


“ The 
Soviets 
are continuing the 
rapid deployment of major strategic of­ 
fensive 
weapons 
systems at a rate 
that could, 
by the mid-1970s, place us 
in a second rate 
strategic 
position 
with regard to the future security of 
the free world.” 
The defense secretary said however 
that he intends to cut the U.S. m ilitary 
budget 
by 7 per cent this year. Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s proposed budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1 calls for 
$71.8 billion in defense spending com­ 
pared to $77 billion for the current year, 
ending June 30. 
Laird declined to state in the part of 
the testimony, 
made public as he went 
into 
the closed session, any estimate 
of 
the cost for the Vietnam War but 
it was likely that he would give a fig­ 
ure to the committees in secret. 


The Pentagon has said publicly it ex­ 
pects 
Vietnam spending to drop below 
$1.5 
billion a month 
by mid-year. At 
times in the past, it has ru n well over $2 
billion a month. 
Laird’s 
public 
statement 
spelled 
out Soviet and Chinese 
Communist 
weapon development. 
The 
immediate 
Soviet threat, he 
said, comes from their 
rapid deploy­ 
ment of land and submarine - based 
m issiles. 
Laird concluded with this evaluation: 
“ In the long term, 
one of the most 
serious threats confronting the United 
States is the large and growing m ilitary 
and research 
and development effort 
of the Soviet Union.” 
His 
public 
discussion of Vietnam 
was limited. He said Gen. Earle 
G. 
Wheeler, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs 


of Staff, would give the committees 
a 
full report on the war. based on the vis­ 
it to Vietnam by Laird and the general 
last week 


However, 
Laird said on the basis of 
the trip, he has concluded that the Viet- 
namization 
program is proceeding “ on 
schedule or 
ahead of schedule 
in all 
major categories.” 
Depending on circumstances, he told 
the senators, “ we can 
anticipate con­ 
tinuing troop 
redeployment 
and the 
return home of additional thousands of 
U.S. 
m ilitary 
men during 1970.” 


He said in recent years U.S. spend­ 
ing on defense, space and atomic ener­ 
gy 
research 
has remained 
steady 
while Soviet expenditures have increas­ 
ed 10 to 13 per cent a year.

WARSAW (U PI) — American and Com­ 
munist Chinese diplomats met at the U.S. 
Embassy 
today to probe Peking’s re­ 
sponse to President Nixon’s call for “ im­ 
proved practical relations” between the 
two nations. 
It was the 136th meeting in the 12- 
year-old Sino-American ambassadorial 
talks, the second in the latest series 
which began last month, and the first 
ever held at the American Embassy 
here. 
The meeting lasted one hour and six 
minutes and was described by the two .

as 
“ businesslike.” An official 
statement said the date for the next 
meeting w ill be decided later. 
In many ways, today’s confrontation be­ 
tween U.S. Ambassador Waler J. Stoes- 
sel and Chinese Charge d’Affairs Lei 
Yang was a mirror image of last month’s 
meeting at the Chinese Embassy.

Base electricians 
in new walkout 


An unexplained walkout of 90 electri­ 
cians at Vandenberg A ir Force Base yes­ 
terday has temporarily stalled vital con­ 
struction work in various base locations, 
according to a m ilitary spokesman. 
The electricians are believed to be 
members 
of Local 413, International 
Brotherhood of Electricians based in 
Santa Maria. Union spokesmen in Santa 
Maria today referred all questions to 
union officials in Santa Barbara. 
A call to the latter office proved fruit- 
less. A secretary said the official in 
charge was out of the office and that 
there was no statement available on the 
cause of the walkout. 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A federal judge 
today extended for 10 more days a tem­ 
porary injunction banning a nationwide 
rail tieup. 
U.S. D istrict Court Judge HowardCor- 
coran ordered an extension of earlier 
directions prohibiting shopcraft unions 
from striking or railroad management 
from shutting down. 
An earlier extension, agreed on vol­ 
untarily by the two sides, expires at 
midnight. 
Corcoran said he would not decide 
now whether it would be legal for the 
union to strike or the nation’s railroads 
to shut down their systems in retalia­ 
tion. 
After hearing more than three hours 
of arguments from union and rail lawy­ 
ers, Corcoran said, “ I am not going to 
rule on a case of this importance now.” 
He then ordered the 10-day exten­ 
sion of the agreement postponing both 
the strike and the lockout. But he said 
he could make a decision before the 10- 
day extension expired, which would be 
March 20. 
Spokesmen for the railroads told U.S. 
district court judge Howard Corcoran, “ If 
they can take us one by one, they can 
destroy us.’’ 
The spokesmen said a struck ra il­ 
road panics when its traffic is diverted 
to other railroads. Because of this tac­ 
tic, the railroad agrees to a quick set­ 
tlement with the union, they argued, then 
the unions go on to another railroad. 
“ The only weapon the railroads have 
to counteract this tactic is a lockout,” 
railroad attorneys argued.

Council, last night, agreed to support 
a campaign aimed at the improvement 
of safety factors along Miguelito Channel. 
William Keyes, of 414 S. L St., told 
the council the open drainage ditch posed 
serious hazards to small children along 
Olive Avenue especially in the area 
to be traversed this fall by students walk­ 
ing to new Miguelito School at Olive 
Avenue and V Street. Keyes has tried 
for several years without success to have 
the drainage ditch fenced or placed un­ 
derground. There have been no serious 
injuries resulting from the presence 
of the ditch, south and west of the city 
but the danger exists, according to Keyes. 
Farley Beckett, council vice president, 
said the ultimate solution for the prob­ 
lem was to underground the channel 
completely, but made the following rec­ 
ommendations for immediate action; 1) 
Modification of the intersection of O 
Street and Olive Avenue to provide safe 
crossing from east to west. 2) Provide 
a footbridge at O Streft and Olive Avenue 
to connect with sidewalks at Lime Ave­ 
nue. 3) Provide a second footbridge at 
the west end of Lime Avenue connect­ 
ing with Olive Avenue. 4) Fence between 
O and V Streets on the south side of 
the channel along Olive Avenue; and also 
from Ocean Avenue to North Avenue along 
the east side of V Streef. 5) Eventually 
fence along V Street from North Avenue 
to Central Avenue. 
The proposals will be studied further 
before submission to various government 
bodies for action. 
In other action the council took under 
advisement a proposal to create student 
crossing guards to Improve pedestrian 
safety at key school crossings; consider­ 
ed proposals for more street lighting 
along Ocean Avenue, west of O Street;

CHICAGO (U PI) — Convicted mem­ 
bers of the “ Chicago Seven” denounced

riots at the 1968 Democratic National 
Convention.

A decision will be made in three weeks 
on whether to locate a $100,000, north 
county mental health day center In Lom­ 
poc or Santa Maria. 
Funds for the program are in hand 
now, according to Dr. Nobert McNa­ 
mara, 
director of the Santa 
Barbara 
Mental 
Health 
Services. 
TTie money 
would provide rental for the necessary 
quarters, 
salaries for a staff of seven 
experts and other expenses of supplies 
and operational needs. 
The decision on the location w ill be 
made jointly by the mental 
health as­ 
sociations 
in the two 
cities. 
An ini­ 
tial 
meeting of the two groups will be 
held March 2, followed by a windup ses­ 
sion in Lompoc 
on March 17, accord­ 
ing to the Rev. 
Waldemar 
Petzoldt. 
head of the Lompoc Mental 
Health 
Association. 
Petzoldt told the Record that repre­ 
sentatives of the two assiciations want­ 
ed the center in their respective cities 
but that 
they would choose one on the 
basis of negotiation. 


The center would provide day care 
service for about 15 patients initially, 
but would eventually serve a maximum 
of about 35 in a program sim ilar to one 
currently 
underway in Santa Barbara, 
according to McNamara. 
Patients 
covered under the program 
are mentally disturbed 
persons who 
would otherwise have to be hospitalized 
at greater cost, McNamara said. Even­ 
tually the north county will have to have 
an 
in-patient clinic, 
but the day care 
center will bridge the gap.

VIENTIANE (U PI)—Military 
informants said today it was 
only a matter of time until the 
North Vietnamese and Pathet 
Lao take the Plain of Jars from 
outnumbered Laotian govern­ 
ment troops.

men 
strong, are now closing in on 
the only government air field in 
the plain despite an intensive 
American 
bombing campaign 
against their advance. 
The guerrillas are said to 
outnumber government troops 
committed to the battle by two 
to one. Military sources expect 
the Laotian soldiers to fight a 
mere delaying action regard­ 
less of Prince Souvanna Phou- 
ma’s statements they will bat­ 
tle to the last man. 
Focal point of the fighting in 
the plain north of Vientiane is 
the government air strip at 
Xieng 
Khouang, 
the runway 
used to evacuate 16,000 civili­ 
ans from the area two weeks ago 
prior to the Communist push.

Coast commission bill introduced 


Assemblymen 
Alan Sieroty 
(D-Beverly Hills' and John Dun­ 
lap (D-Napa-Solano) today in­ 
troduced legislation to create 
the California Coastline Con- 
»servation 
and 
Development 
Commission. 
They said the Commission 
would prepare a comprehensive 
plan for the coastline, and would 
have interim power, through 
a permit system, to prohibit 
<any 
project or development 
which would cause irreversible 
damage to the 
coastal zone 
(*2 
mile inland to 3 miles 
off-shore'. 
“ Immediate protection of the 
shoreline is necessary if we are 
to preserve this great public 
resource for its highest and best 
uses,” Sieroty and Dunlap de­ 
clared. 
“ The public has suffered long 
enough the destruction of the 
coastline environment by oil, 
sewage and pesticide pollution, 
industrial wastes, power plant 
effluents, unsightly structures, 
oil tanker discharges, insensi­ 
tive land developers, and often 
unconcerned government bod­ 
ies. 
“ It is time we removed con­ 
trol of the coastline from single­ 
purpose economic interests and 
returned this great natural re­ 
source to the people,’’they said. 
The two Assemblymen first 
announced they would introduce 
legislation 
creaing 
a Coast­ 
line Commission with interim 
permit powers at a Planning and 
Conservation League 
confer­ 
ence in September 1969. Their 
legislation was developed from 
testimony presented at hearings 


of the Assembly Sub-commit- 
tee on Conservation and Beach­ 
es, of which Sieroty was Chair­ 
man and Dunlap a member. 
Dunlap and Sieroty said the 
legislation would create a state­ 
wide coastline commission and 
four district boards, represent­ 
ing four coastal zone areas. 
“ The legislation provides a 
structure which recognizes that 
the State has a great interest 
in the coastline, and that the 
life and processes of the shore­ 
line ecosystem are interdepen­ 
dent. 
“ At the same time it gives 
local 
communities 
a strong 
voice in the development of their 
shoreline areas through the Dis­ 
trict Boards.” 
Within the structure of the 
Commission, 
t h e 
District 
Boards have initial permit pow- 
ers over developments and sig­ 
nificant changes in their par­ 
ticular coastal zone areas. (The 
existing jurisdiction of local 
government will continue to op­ 
erate as it does now). 
Sieroty and Dunlap emphasiz­ 
ed, 
“ The composition of the 
District 
Boards 
will reflect 
the public’s interest in the coast 
line. Public members will come 
from the fields of conserva­ 
tion, recreation, planning, ed­ 
ucation, ecological sciences, in­ 
dustry, and one person who is 
under the age of 25. 
“ In addition, representatives 
of federal, state, county and 
city government, and other ag­ 
encies having an interest in the 
coastline will serve on the Dis­ 
trict Boards. Members will also 
represent inland poplation cen- 


ters, in recognition of the great 
recreational 
resource t h e 
shoreline is for those living 
away from the coast as well as 
those living along the coast­ 
line.” 
The District Boards created 
by the legislation are; 
-South Coast District Board, 
representing San Diego, Orange 
and Los Angeles counties; 
-South Central Coast District 
Board, representing Ventura, 
Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo counties; 
-North Central Coast District 
Board, representing Monterey, 
Santa Cruz, San Mateo and San 
Francisco counties; 
-North Coast District Board, 
representing Marin, Sonoma, 
Mendocino, Humboldt and Del 
Norte counties.

Business slowdown but cost of living rises

A 
Coast Guard boat picked him 
up along with several firemen 
on the seaward side of the 
blaze. 
Strong offshore winds and oil, 
which spewed from pipelines 
and wells on the quarter-mile 
long pier, hampered the fire 
fighters Firemen were able to 
contain the blaze shortly after 
cutoff valves to the wells were 
used to halt the flow of oil. 
The pier is located on Rincon 
Point, about halfway between 
Santa Barbara and Ventura cm 
the Southern California coast. 
The cause of the fire was 
under investigation.

induced by the government in 
its attempt to halt inflation, the 
cost of living is still rising-and 
at a rate swifter than last year. 
“ Relief from rising prices has 
certainly been slow incoming,” 
Treasury Secretary David M. 
Kennedy told Congress’ Joint 
Economic 
Committee Thurs­ 
day 
A few hours later the Labor 
Department’s monthly report 
on the consumer price index 
confirmed it. 
The report showed prices 
rose by 0.4 per cent in January, 
below the 0.6 per cent rate of 
December and the 0.5 per cent 
November rate. 
But prices normally decline 
in January, partly because of 
post-Christmas sales, so last 
month’s data when “ seasonally 
adjusted” worked out to an 
annual inflation ate of 7.2 per 
cent. This is 20 per cent faster 
than the 6 per cent rate of 1969. 


There were sharp boosts in 
January in costs of transporta­ 
tion, eggs, poultry, milk and 
home ownership. 
Kennedy testified the dip in 
business activity produced by 
administration policy is likely 
to continue until midyear 
By that time, he said, “ more 
tangible results on the price 
front should appear. But this 
relief from rising prices has 
certainly been slow incoming ” 
“ If all goes according to our 
expectations,” he said, by the 
end of the year prices will 
“ move toward stability.” 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-

failure to ratify this convention, 
to question our sincerity,” he 
said. 
Congressional sources said 
they 
doubted 
whether 
the 
committee would be willing to 
take a chance on reporting it 
tbis year unless Nixon put the 
full force of his office behind 
the pact. That, they said, would 
mean arm twisting to back up 
the President’s strong appeal 
for action. 
Several senators — including 
Southerners and state’s rights 
advocates—reportedly oppose it 
because it would give to the

authority now possessed by the

The Columbia Operatic Trice Shari 
Anderson, soprano; Melvin Brown, ten­ 
or; and Jack Davison bass-baritone, pre­ 
sented a variety of music from opera 
and Broadway shows for members of 
Community Concerts Association Mon­ 
day night. 
Each of these young singers 
came to the group with varied back­ 
grounds of concert and stage work and 
each was obviously a seasoned perform­ 
er. 
Their ensemble efforts be-lied the 
fact they had worked together for only 
a month although it was a busy one of 
some 25 engagements. 
Their accompanist was John Van Bus- 
kirk who very ably supported the sing­ 
ers at all times but remained perhaps 
too much in the background musically. 
Sometimes a little more forceful state­ 
ment on his own part would have added 
to the ensemble. 
In most every case the ensemble per­ 
formances were of a great deal higher 
quality than the individuals were able 
to sustain on their own. 
This was 
especially true in the three Mozar trios 
and duets and the Rossini “ Barber” 
encore. 
The trio from The Magic 
Flute was in good Mozart style al­ 
though baritone Davison lacked the vo­ 
cal weight of a true stage Sarastro. 
The Marriage of Figaro selection was 
charming as sung in English and the 
Don Giovanni duet had good style es­ 
pecially on the part of the soprano as 
Zerlina. These selections did not make 
excessive dramatic demands on the en­ 
semble of basicly lyric voices and came 
off very well as to vocal quality and 
musical expression. 
Miss Anderson made good dramatic 
effect in “ L’altra notte” from Mefis- 
tofele by Boito. 
However the pres­ 
sure put on the voice tended to cause 
scales to become slides with scoops to 
high tones. 
An uneven trill can per­ 
haps be forgiven in this day of bad 
trills or no trill at all. 
Again, 
in tenor Brown's singing of 
“ Piff Paff from Les 
Huguenots by 
Meyerberr, drama took importance over 
voice. 
His 
voice 
does not have a 
rining sound on top and has 
spread- 
lish and makes for a very uneven scale 
with a different voice quality for each 
word within the phrase. 
The duet “ Parigi, o cara” from La 
Traviata by Verdi found the Soprano 
and tenor in better vocal form than in 
their solo ventures for this closing 
scene of the opera. 
Brown pointed up the dramatic rather 
than the lyric quality of “ Una furtiva 
lagrima” from L’Elisird'Amore by Don­ 
izetti. 
Thus he did not make the best 
use of his natural quality except in the 
mezzo-voice phrases and tended to sound 
a little pushed with rough phrasing. 
The Trio gave a good account of 
“ Qual volutta trasorere” from Verdi’s 
early opera I Lombardi. 
There is a 
wealth of good music from the little 
known Verdi operas and it is good to 
have an opportunity to hear some of 
it. 
The second half of the program was 
devoted to theater music but was of 
much higher quality than one can find 
on television. 
Miss Anderson was a 
charming servant from Old Maid and 
the Thief by Menotti. 
Davison did a 
rousing version of “ Fate“ from Kis- 
met which is based on an aria from Boro- 
din’s opera 
Prince Igor, and 
Brown 
sang “ Fanny“ from the show of the 
sanie name. 
Again the best singing was when the 
three joined together as in the lively 
“ Here’s a how-de-do” from The Mikado 
or “ Make our garden grow“ from Can- 


dide by Bernstein. 
Especially good 
was the Strauss Die Fledermaus trio 
“ When* these lawyers don’t deliver.” 
This included excellent work by Van 
Buskirk at the piano. 
As an encore the Columbia Operatic 
Trio did a concerted number from Bar­ 
ber of Seville by Rossini. 
As with the 
Mozart numbers it contained both the 
best sung and most stylishly phrased 
music of the evening. 
It proved them 
to be by far the best vocal group to 
appear here in many years.

McLain, said when he left the 
commissioner’s office that he 
would tell his story to the 
public at a press conference in

everybody with the press,” he 
said. “ I need to be left alone a 
few days.

elk in Tetons 


JACKSON, Wyo. (UPD-Out 
on the cool valley below the 
Grand Teton mountains, lost 
among the largest known herd 
in the world, there is a 500- 
pound elk wearing a red collar. 
But scientists hope today to 
draw 
the female elk, called 
Monique, out of her herd of 
2,500. She has a date with a 
satellite in the first phase of an 
experiment aimed at preserving 
the habitat of wildlife. 


The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA), 
in cooperation with the Smith­ 
sonian Institute, plans to attach 
another red, 23-pound alumin­ 
um collar, loaded with sensitive 
electronic equipment, around 
Monique’s neck. And during the 
next six months, twice daily, 
the Nimbus 3 satellite will pass 
over and beam in on the cow as 
she wanders in the mountains 
of Northwestern Wyoming. 


The idea is to track Monique, 
called 
Мое 
for 
short, 
so 
scientists can learn more about 
an animal’s movements in the 
wilderness. 
John Craighead, 
leader of the wildlife research 
unit 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Montana, calls satellite moni­ 
toring of wild animals a “ vital 
step” in preserving the natural 
habitat. 
But the first step is stopping 
Мое. Don Redfern, director of 
the National Elk Refuge, plans 
to use a truck loaded with hay 
to seal Мое off from the heard. 
As the hay is dropped and the 
elk approach, a tranquilizer gun 
will be used to knock her out. 
“ She 
will have a certain 
awareness of what Is going on 
after 
the shot, but will be 
immobilized,” 
Redfern 
said 
“ After they fit the new collar, 
another drug will wake her up 
and in several minutes she will 
be free again.” 


.James Lynch, public informa­ 
tion officer for NASA, said the 
Nimbus 3 will not be able to 
pick up signals from Monique 
today. But if everything works 
properly, 
when the satellite 
passes over later it will receive 
readings on Мое’s position, skin 
temperature, the light intensity 
and air temperatures. 
The satellite feeds the infor­ 
mation from the transmitter to 
a ground station in Alaska, 
which relays the findings to the 
Goddard Spaceflight Center at 
Greenbelt, Md., Lynch said.

The Air Force “Candy Bomber” is re­ 
turning 
to 
Tempelhof 
Airfield in 
Germany, the area that has provided him 
with many fond memories of helping peo­ 
ple and people helping each other. 
This time Col. Gail 
Halvorsen is not re­ 
turning just for a vis­ 
it, as he did last July, 
but he will be taking 
command of the key 
7350th Support Group 
A \ X 
at Tempelhof. He has 
been stationed at Van- 
denberg Air Force 
Base. 
Halvorsen became 
famous, particularly 
with German children, in 1948 when he 
began dropping candy to the children in 
the war-torn area. 
The Air Force pilot was headed for 
trouble before his unofficial airlift drew 
such overwhelming publicity that any ac­ 
tion against him was dropped. 
When the humanitarian work of Hal­ 
vorsen and hii buddies became known 
they received assistance from persons 
all over the world through contributions 
of candy, gum and handerchiefs used as 
parachutes to drop the goods. 
Halvorsen said he still communicates 
with people who contributed to “Opera­ 
tion Little Vittles,” and with many of 
the Germans, now grown up, who re­ 
ceived candy during the drop. 
He said his new assignment will now 
give him the opportunity to meet many 
who have written to him during the past 
20 years. 
Last July Halvorsen returned to Tem­ 
pelhof to take part in the 20th anniver­ 
sary of the Berlin Airlift by making an­ 
other flight and dropping candy to many 
of the children of people who were chil­ 
dren during the real thing in 1948. 
He said an incident last July typi­ 
fies the feeling he had when he first 
started dropping candy over the war- 
torn area. He said it’s a feeling that all 
people have, whether they know it or not, 
but some react to it and some don't. 
He said it's a spirit of giving and 
claims it was only by luck that he re­ 
acted to it in 1948 and began his dis­ 
tribution of candy to the poverty strick­ 
en German children. 


Last July, however, Halvorsen said 
two 12-year-old German boys reacted to 
this feeling with heart warming re­ 
sults. 
The father of a little girl revealed 
this story to Halvorsen later. While the 
Colonel was making his anniversary 
drop over the Tempelhof Airfield hun­ 
dreds of German children swarmed 
across the field to pickup the small 
handerchief parachutes with the candy. 
In the multitude of screaming, run­ 
ning children this small girl suddenly 
became frightened and began to cry. 
The two boys stopped to comfort her and 
one remained with her while the other 
raced on in an attempt to get a para­ 
chute. 
He managed to get one which he re­ 
turned with and the two boys present- 


ed it to the girl and escorted her back 
to her parents. 
“You have to understand the excite­ 
ment of all the children at the time,” 
Halvorsen said, “ and how important it 
was to each of them to get one of these 
parachutes for himself. 


“ Yet these two little boys put these 
thoughts aside and reacted to this inner 
feeling. They not only stopped to help 
the little girl but then gave her the 
award that they so desparately wanted for 
themselves.” 
Halvorsen said this one incident alone 
made his efforts 20 years ago worth­ 
while. 
He said, hopefully, there have been 
many other such stories that he has not 
heard about.

Facing severe tests 


WASHINGTON - Six years from the 
coming July 4th the nation will mark 
the 200th anniversary of the great char­ 
ter of freedom that gave America its 
being. These six years promise to say 
more for good or ill about the survival 
of those freedoms 
than any period 
since the war that was fought for our 
independence. 
Sparked by a fear 
of crime reaching an 
almost 
- hysterical 
pitch, the Senate has 
passed 
anti - crime n-rm f 
bills that slash into VJ \ 
. 
the 
guarantees 
of 
freedom for the in­ 
dividual written into 
t o 
the constitution. The 
^ 
House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee will consider 
these measures with 
signs that more serious study is to be 
given to their effect on constitutional 
rights than was accorded in the Senate. 
But, given the fear of crime and its 
political exploitation, the House is like­ 
ly to follow the example of the Senate. 
Then will come a dramatic 
coinci­ 
dence posing the threat of a radical al­ 
teration in the status of free Americans. 
Coming events that cast their shadow 
over the brief span of six years sug­ 
gest the following timetable. 
Final congressional action on the or­ 
ganized 
anti-crime and no-knock ar­ 
rest drug bills can be expected by 
May 1. Then the legal machinery to im­ 
plement these measures giving the 
law 
powers transcending in several 
areas the rights of the accused will be 
put in motion. The first arrests will 
come; a suspect in the District of Co­ 
lumbia 
held in “ preventive 
deten­ 
tion” ; officers breaking into a sus­ 
pected drug trafficker’s dwelling with­ 
out 
knocking and 
seizing a cache of 
drugs. 
Civil liberties and minority 
rights 
groups will single out one or more of 
these cases for a test. Let’s say this 
comes early in 1971. In the ponderous 
course of the law, with appeals taken step 
by 
step, 
the Supreme Court should 
get a test case in, at a guess, two and a 
half years. In the fall term in 1973 
the nine justices will be called on to say 
whether the statutes enlarging the pow­ 
ers of officialdom 
violate the rights 
of the individual under the constitution. 
In the three years that have inter­ 
vened, merely on statistical life expec­ 
tancy, 
President 
Nixon will have re­ 
shaped the court 
In addition to Chief 
Justice Warren Burger and G. Harrold 
Carswell he will have named if not three 
then almost certainly two more justic­ 
es. This will presumably be a new court 
of “ strict constructionists.” 
The Supreme Court — certainly the 
Warren Court of the past 15 years —has 
been the ultimate protector of human 
rights and individual liberty. In opinion 
after opinion the court considered not 
alone the strict letter of the law but the 
social and economic background in which 
each case came to the highest tribunal. 
This infuriated the diehards and the ul­ 
tra • rightists demanding Chief Jus­ 
tice 
Earl Warren’s 
impeachment 
A strict constructionist court should, 
on balance, 
sustain 
the anti-crime 
statutes and hold against the individual 
If it was the intent of the legislative 
branch to put limits on individual rights, 
whatever the constitution may say, then 
the judicial 
branch, 
strictly 
inter­ 
preting the law, should not intervene. In 
other areas, too, notably 
in those de­ 
cisions causing unhappiness in the busi­ 
ness 
community, a strict construc­ 
tionist 
court can be expected to roll 
back the record of the Warren Court. 
The unity of the nation in the com­ 
ing six years is to be tested as perhaps 
only once before in the crisis of the 
Civil War. The end of the Vietnam 
conflict is not yet in sight. Although cur­ 
rently somewhat abated, the divisiveness 
of that war can flare again in protest 
and violence. 
The uproar 
in the sev­ 
eral conspiracy trials puts a well-nigh 
intolerable strain on the processes of 
justice. 
And crime, like a monstrous and ever­ 
present ghost, stalks the scene. Fear 
has transformed the lives of city-dwell- 
ers who barricade themselves increas­ 
ingly behind double locks and a varie­ 
ty of costly protective devices. 
The challenges to come out of all this 
are evident enough. In the court of last 


resort, with justice meted out by the 
strict 
letter of the law, historic free­ 
doms are bound to be eroded. 
In the 
first instance the men in the dock will be 
the outcasts of society — pariahs in the 
subculture of violence and corruption. 
With 
feeling 
at 
fever pitch over 


crime they will get no sympathy. The 
peril 
is in the precedent. Once estab­ 
lished, it fits not only the pariah but your 
respectable citizen exercising his rights 
as a free American.

Lesson eludes 
WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It was probably inevitable that the 
celebrated 1937 case involving Supreme 
Court Justice Hugo Black would get 
tangled up in the Senate’s inquiry into 
Judge G. Harrold Carswell, President 
Nixon’s newest nominee to the high court. 
But the real lessons of the Black affair 
seem to have escaped the debaters. 
The current discus­ 
sion 
has centered 
wholly on whether 
Black’s then - admit­ 
ted joining of the Klu 
Klux Klan was any in­ 
dication of what kind 
of judge he would 
make.

ent fame as the prime

defender of the Con­ 
stitution’s 
Bill of 
Rights is cited as 
proof his Klan membership was no sig­ 
nal of reactionary tendencies. 
But such proof was hardly necessary, 
since when named by President Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt in 1937 Black had a 10- 
year liberal record as a U.S. senator 
from Alabama as evidence of his basic 
bent. 
The first really instructive point about 
the Black case is that Roosevelt chose 
him for puely political reasons. Black 
had gone down the line for FDR on most 
of his legislation, including his plan in 
1937 (beaten after a bitter fight) to pack 
the Supreme Court with an enlarging six 
new members. 
Historian James MacGregor Burns 
says Roosevelt did not rate Black’s legal 
talents high. He had been only a police 
magistrate. FDR, getting his first chance 
to alter the court’s then - conservative 
dominance, wanted Black’s liberalism, 
not his expertise. 
The disclosures of Black's Klan mem­ 
bership from 1923 to 1925 stunned Roose­ 
velt. Burns says he told a friend: “ I 
did not know . . . This is very serious.” 
Much is being made today of the fact 
that in Nixon’s high court nominations 
of both Carswell and the rejected U.S. 
Judge Clement Haynsworth, inadequate 
inquiries failed to turn up controversi­ 
al evidence. Roosevelt did no better. 
He consulted only two or three people, 
none of them in Congress. Yet Black’s 
Klan affiliation of 1923 • 25 was well- 
known to many lawmakers. 
Moreover, there is an aspect of the 
Black case which was nothing to do with 
Klan membership. There were serious 
charges against him that, as a driving 
Senate 
investigator of evils in lobby­ 
ing and in the awarding of mail con­ 
tracts to shipping and airline compan­ 
ies, he went far beyond the bounds of 
fair play — and sometimes of the law 
itself. 
A 
biographer, Charlotte Williams, 
writes that Black was said to be “ sus­ 
picious, intolerant and careless of pri­ 
vate rights.” 
The New York Times’ Arthur Krock, 
mindful of Black's performance, said 
“watchers of his career have never dis­ 
covered a trace of the judicial tempera­ 
ment.” 
'I he New York Herald Tribune said ed­ 
itorially that his conduct as an investi- 
gator showed “ such a complete scorn of 
constitutional restraints as would make 
his ascent to the Supreme bench a na­ 
tional tragedy . . . the nomination is as 
menacing as it is unfit.” 
Despite all this, the Senate approved 
Black, 63 to 16, five days after Roose­ 
velt sent his name up. 
Before the vote, his Klan member­ 
ship was revealed by the Washington 
Daily News and one or two senators of­ 
fered to produce confirming witnesses. 
Later, more persuasive disclosures 
by the Pittsburgh Post - Gazette on the 
Klan matter compelled Black to speak. 
Docking at Norfolk from a European 
trip, Black dealt with a hundred re­ 
porters in a way that might have warm­ 
ed Vice President Agnew's heart; 


“If I make any statement it will be in 
a way the people can hear me and under­ 
stand what I have to say, and not have 
to depend on some parts of the press 
which might fail to report all I have 
to say.” 
Two days later, he went on radio to 
admit 
brief 
Klan 
membership, to 
brush aside as meaningless a Klan award 
of a life membership card (in 1926 aft­ 
er his first Senate election with heavy 
Klan backing), FDR never said what he 
thought of Black’s response. 
But the liberal weekly, The Nation, 
sensing a conservative plot in the whole 
affair, forgave Black his Klan ties and 
support, saying they were just the neces­ 
sary consequence of his “ southern back­ 
ground.”
